PASTORAL PERSPECTIVE 

It is September already!!! It is hard to believe that two-thirds of 2009, 
the last year in the first decade of the 21 st century, is that far gone! 
Even harder to believe is the fact that I will complete my second year 
with FCLC on the 9 th of September. With that said, we had an incredibly 
full summer. We gave each Council chair a two-page handout of all the 
summer activities at the J uly Council meeting - and - every one of them 
happened. We also gave each Council chair a two-page handout of all 
the scheduled activities for the fall at the August Council meeting. There 
is no question that we are an activity-engaged church. Allow me to pro- 
vide a glimpse of things to come. 

September means Rally Sunday. A time for us to rally, (re)discover the 
place(s) where God is calling each of us. You will notice themes for the 
various seasons of this coming year: fall is Believe; Advent to Lent is 
Shine; Lent is Hope; the season of Easter is Grow; and time after Pente- 
cost is Bloom. The ministries will focus and bring these words to life in 
the midst of our various activities. 

The first week in October will bring Cottage meetings. These meetings 
are a time of visioning. Some specific ideas that have surfaced are: a 
columbarium: a new sanctuary; a multi-purpose facility; a large outdoor 
worship space. The purpose of the meetings is for you to express your 
thoughts, hopes, and dreams on where God is calling this part of Christ's 
body. Even though the name implies it, we will not hold them in homes. 
They will be held here at the church. For those that were part of our 
faith community in the late '90s, you will recall we went through a simi- 
lar process for our planning prior to building the sanctuary and north 
wing. The Long Range Planning Committee will collect our thoughts and 
develop a plan that will be available in draft form in December and in 
final form in J anuary. The critical piece to this effort, as with all of our 
ministries, is: "Where do we sense God leading us?" I am mentioning this 
now because your prayers are requested. ..bathing this in prayer is critical 
- we want God guiding our efforts. 

God has blessed this congregation with wonderfully talented people. If 
you don't believe that is true. ..consider what was done this past summer! 
Things don't happen without the participation of many hands and God in 
our midst! I encourage each person reading this newsletter to consider 
how they can become engaged in the ministries of this "Faith Commu- 
nity." God specifically gifted each of us to participate in God's work. .at 
this particular time. ..known by God before the beginning of time. I know 
from personal experience that occasionally we misinterpret how God has 
gifted us. Please don't give up if something doesn't work and you dis- 
cover that you aren't gifted in a particular area. Know that God is in our 
midst! God is leading - and - God has a place for each of us!

After a few sessions completing a study of The Case for Christ, this class will probe Lee Strobel's second book, 
The Case for Faith. It will emphasize ways to respond positively to various challenges to the Christian faith, such 
as the following: "Since evil and suffering exist, a loving God cannot." "Since miracles contradict science, they 
can't be true." "Evolution explains life, so God isn't needed." "Why are innocent children killed?" "It's offensive 
to say that J esus is the only Way." "A loving God would never torture people in hell." "Church history is littered 
with oppression and violence." Strobel's book offers many helpful responses, 
t Meets in Sunrise Room 226.

The apostle Luke is credited with writing two books of the Bible. His first book is one of the four messages la- 
beled "The Gospel of Christ." The second book, which we refer to as Acts, has been termed the "Gospel of the 
Holy Spirit." The study of Acts is being led this year by J ohn Benson and involves specific passages every week 
with related questions, applications, and discussion in an informal, yet structured style. Feel free to drop in on 
this class and join in sharing faith and fellowship in a small group setting, 
t Meets in room 232. 

Option #3: Digging Deeper with Pastor Dan 

Dig deeper with Pastor Dan into the Bible texts of the day. Enjoy the big Bible discussion with a small group dy- 
namic.
